clothing, homes and public buildings; it eats away at 
metal and stone; it restricts visibility, making ground 
and air travel dangerous. And it kills. 


The air we breathe can include everything from 


plain dirt to gases and particles left over from the 
burningof:fuels and refuse to chemicals released in in- 
dustrial operations and compounds from car exhausts. 


The search for ways to achieve and maintain a 


clean atmosphere demands the research talents of an 
army of engineers, medical men, meteorologists, phys- 
icists and chemists. 


Such an army of researchers is at work at New 


York University, the largest private university in the 
nation. Included in their work is a wind tunnel study- 
ing experiments in environmental control and study- 
ing living organisms on the breathing process.

(An implied third mystery hangs over all—is Sher- 
lock Holmes really dead?)

LOS ANGELES, Calif.—(NBA)—Can a good, old team beat 
a good, young team? 


That's what the Super Bowl match-up of the Green Bay 
Packers and the Kansas City Chiefs amounts to. Ignore all 
that propaganda of the last six years about the AFL being a 
Mickey Mouse league. The Chiefs are a good team. No one 
doubts the Packers are. 


The difference is in the experience. 
Of the 23 men who play regularly on the offensive and 
defensive platoons of the Packers (I'm including Paul Hor- 
ttung as an alternate halfback because he's always a strong 
possibility in a title game), 11 are 30 years old and over. Age 
shows most strongly on the attack, where the Packers average 
29.1 years per man, with an experience quotient of 7.8. This 
is significant because the Packers have been laggardly at 
times this year in moving the ball consistently. 


By comparison, the Chiefs on offense are only 26.1 years 


per man, and the entire squad has only one performer who's 
30 or over—quarterback Len Dawson. Yet the Chiefs are ma* 
ture enough in pro football background to have an experience 
average of 4.9 seasons per man. 


Taking the trouble to break the age and experience down 


into departments, there's only one where the Packers are 
younger than their opponents. Their llnebacking crew sports 
an average of 26.7 years vs. 27.7 for the Chiefs. In experience, 
they're virtually the same at six seasons per man. 


Starting squad averages for each team are as follows: 
Green Bay—28.4 years old, 7.0 seasons of experience. 
\ 


Kansas City—26.0 years old, 4.9 seasons of experience. 
So much for figures. They mean primarily the Packers 


have been around a little longer, which in their case means 
they re more used to winning. They show five division cham- 
pionships in seven years against two for the Chiefs in the 
same period of time. 


Physically, the Chiefs are a bigger team. They may have 


an edge in speed, too, with such swifties as flanker Otis Tay- 
iS£niJiaub3ck Mike Garrett on offense, and cornerback 
Willie Mitchell, a 9.6 sprinter, on defense. But the Packers 
are a shade quicker in the vital battle up front, in both the 
offensive and defensive lines. Despite their reputation for 
Drute strength, the Green Bay legions have been led by agile 
customers like Jerry Kramer and Forrest Gregg on offense, 
Willie Davis and Henry Jordan on defense. 


The most interesting match-up will be Gregg, an A1J-NFL 


tackle who's 32 years old and a 10-year man, against defen- 
sive end Jerry Mays, who's an All-AFL performer, 26 years 
old and a six-year man. In a way, they symbolize the diver- 
gent characteristics of both teams—one the steady man of a 
proven team, battle-tested if you don't mind that expression 
the other an eager, aggressive star of a team struggling for 
acceptance Both Gregg and Mays were outstanding college 
tackles at Southern Methodist in different eras. 


"He was," says Jerry simply, "my idol." 
Only symbolically, however. 
1 don't think the factor of individual psyche enters into the 


game considerations at all. Kansas City undoubtedly is eager 
to prove that the AFL has reached parity with the older 
league, but coach Vince Lombardi never has had trouble 
n-» TO,,h*ls b°ys-a11 ri§ht' old men-into an emotional 
pitch. What counts is that they'll each be playing for $15 000 
per man (against $7,500 for the losers). And that should be 
enough incentive for any pro. 


I think the game can be decided on the strategic level 


Lombardi of the Packers has a mania for perfection doing 
simple things with maximum efficiency. Coach Henry Stram 
of the Chiefs is an innovator. He'll tinker with trick strata- 
gems. And translated into field action, Bart Starr is a steadier 
headier quarterback than Lenny Dawson, more used to the 
pressure of championship play. 


For that reason, I must stick with the chalk players and

hroughout the bar there Is 
some feeling that, because 
the press occasionally pre- 


judices the right of the accused 
and complicates the processes 
of justice, it should be shackled 
In dealing with the news. At this 
point, so the argument runs, the 
right of a free press must give 
way to the right to a fair trial. 


Since the press does not err 


(It did in the first Sheppard tri- 
al.) and since there is no quar- 
rel about the right of the ac- 
cused to justice, this is a dif- 
ficult one to rebut. But let us 
pursue the argument along par- 
allel lines. 


The press is not alone in com- 


plicating and confounding the pro- 
cess of justice. Judges occasion- 
ally make mistakes, and some- 
times they are grievously injur- 
ious to the rights of the prose- 
cution or the defense. It does 
not follow from this evidence of 
judicial fallibility that the ju- 
dicial system must be scrapped. 
So far, no one has come up with 
a perfectly satisfactory system 
for selecting judges. 


Juries, too, are prone to err. 


They sometimes return outra- 
geous and unconscionable ver- 
dicts which defy reason and Jus- 
tice. On this account, almost no 
one suggests that the jury sys- 
tem must be abolished. It sur-. 
vives as it has evolved because, 
with all of its imperfections, no 
one has thought of a better sys- 
tem or one less subject to even 
greater Imperfections. 


And the point, of course, in 


these parallels Is that in this 
search for a fair and free for- 
mula, the bar tends to judge and 
condemn the press by the stan- 
dard of perfection and conclude 
from the gap between the fact 
and the ideal that the whole sys- 
tem Is "out of order and must 
be drastically revised. On the 
application of the same standard 
of perfection, on evidence of the 
same kind and degree, the bar 
might conclude that the whole 
judicial system, the press aside, 
Is due for a major overhaul. Judg- 
ing 
it 
solely by the times it 


miscarries 
and never by the 


times it performs well, the case 
can be clinched and nailed down.

Americans 
Becoming 
Job Switchers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government 
says 
American 


workers are switching jobs fast- 
er than ever. 


A Labor Department report 


issued 
today attributed this 


trend to the growing number of 
workers under 25 and a bright 
employment picture which is 
encouraging 
more 
people to 


move to better paying jobs. 


The report said a survey this 


month showed that the 71 mil- 
lion Americans now at work 
have been on their current job 
an average of 4,2 years, com- 
pared with 4.6 years three years 
ago. 


The length of time spent on a 


job varies directly with age, the 
report said, 


"Workers under age 35 aver* 


a^ea only about 1,5 years 
on 


their current job while those 35 
years old and over averaged 8 
years." 


Men tended to stay on one job 


longer than women — 5,2 years 
and 2.8 years respectively, the 
report said. 


Of the total 71 million U.S. 


workers, 38 million had started 
their present jobs after 1961, 
and more than half this group 
had taken their jobs just in the 
past year, it added. 


Another 8.7 million had held 


the same job 15 to 25 years and 
4.5 million acquired their cur* 
rent jobs more than 25 years 
ago. 


Workers under 25 years of age 


increased from 14 per cent of 
the work force in 1963 to 17 per 
cent now, and the report said 
this was a prime cause of the 
shorter average length of time 
on the job. 
"A second factor might be the 


economic recovery which would 
induce more workers to change 
jobs," Usald.

governor. 


At times, there were mild 


verbal exchanges as the editors 
and publishers pressed the two 
senators for more information. 


Harvey and Gathright com- 


plained that the only communi- 
cation they had received was 
an unsigned 
photo-copy of a 


statement on a plain piece of 
paper. 


"I don't know of a single sen- 


ator who has had 
been invited to a 
with the governor," Gathright 
said. "I don't know about his 
(Rockefeller's) open door policy 
because 
I haven't found 
the 


door yet," he added. 


Gathright said he is serving
